Our “Shake-downs” have revealed 
remarkable figures: they  dis- 
close the startling fact that 
no leas than 9,505 men oc- 
cupied this form of atcom- 
modation during the year under 
consideration. This is an increase 
of 4,862 over 1930 and 7,693 over 
1929, In addition we have had to 
turn away an average of more than 
50 men per night during our busy 
period. The Committee, of the 
Home are fully alive to the need for 
the provision of sleeping accom- 
modation sufficient to meet whatever 
demands are made by the men it is
